An investigation of the law provid­ 
ing for the abolition of the convict 
lease system at the end of 1923 and of 
previous practices in the handling of 
convict labor in Alabama has devel­ 
oped the fact that the state may con­ 
tinue to mine coal with convict la­ 
bor and yet discontinue the system of 
leasing eonviets to coal companies. 
It further developed the fact that 
at least one administration in Ala­ 
bama has mined coal with convict 
labor without maintaining the lease 
system.

The law Abolishing the lease sys­ 
tem does not aboiish coal mining by 
convict labor.
